Little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  drainage.  There 
has  been  the  usual  stoppages  due  to  misuse,  but  they  were  generally 
cleared  the  same  day..  Where  necessary  the  owners  were  called  upon 
to  do  repairs  or  improvements. 

The  old  sewer  in  Golftyn  Street  became  blocked  because  of  its 
defective  construction,  and  an  improvement  was  carried  out. 

There  has  not  been  a single  case  of  flooding  in  Spring  Street 
since  I carried  out  a small  improvement  there  a short  time  after  my 
appointment.
